WATER CONTAMINATION--The South Australian Government yesterday moved to quell 
alare created wher a senior Labor MP claimed dangerous levels of cancer-causing 
chemicals were contaminating the State's water supply. The Minister for Water 
Resources, Mr Arnold, agreed that unusually high levels of trihalomethanes had 
been detected and thet these chemicals had been shown in US tests to cause cancer 
in animale.

{Excerpts} Havana, 24 Jun (CANA-REUTER)--Health officials in Cuba, faced with a 
nationwide epidemic of dengue fever, are luading an incensified campaign to wipe 
out the gosquito which transmits the disease. There has been no official estimate 
of the number of cases, but an informed Cuban source said about a dozen children 
had died of the disease after hemorrhaging from the mouth or ears. 


A health ministry official said the city and province of Havana hed been hardest 
hit, but the disease had been reported throughout Cuba. 


One informed source said many Cuban doctors were convinced that both the 1977 
[dengue] epidemic and the present outbreak were started by Cubans returning from 
military or civilian service in Africa. Rumors that several towns had been put 

in quarantine and closed to all visitors were dispelled by a visit to seme of the 
towns by a REUTER correspondent. Life was continuing normally, though iocal govern- 
ment clinics reported numerous cases of dengue fever. A health ministry official 
said there would be no point in closing affected areas as the fever was not con- 
tagious. 


Anti-mosquito measures have become commonplace in Cuban cities, with public health 
workers periodically carrying “emoke generators," whose spray kills mosquitos, 
through the streets. Every home in Havana has to have a tab pasted behind the 
kitchen door showing that o health inspector has checked the premises for potential 
acden negypt! breeding places. 





Yellow fever has been wiped out in Cuba, but the carrier moaquito survives to 
spread the lean deadly dengue fever. The present campaign ia being carried out 
by state inatitutions and masse orgenizations under the aegis of the public health 
mintatry.

Inatructions are then 
given about getting rid of containers with stagnant water and other mosquito breed- 
ing places and to use small bags that have been distributed containing a substance 
to kill mosquito larvae.
